In presenting his material, 

Dr. Haas will use the new

AJ role-playing which is proving 
highly interesting and educa­ 
tional. He has just completed 
a new film produced by the De­ 
partment of Theatre ArU of 
UCLA, entitled "Role-playing in 
Guidance," which is based on 
one of his writings. 

Authority
Dr. Haas has a wealth of ex­ 

perience in teaching and writ- 
t*K in the fields of education 
and American literature. Dur­ 
ing the school year 1952 53 he 
was United States Exchange 
Specialist to the City of Bre­ 
men, Germany, where he lec­ 
tured and carried out commu­ 
nity work in the German lan­ 
guage. Working with German 
educational leaders he developed 
the first teacher training for 
Bremen's teachers of adults. 
The State Department evaluated 
mm as "the most successful 
visiting consultant sent to Bre­ 
men. Last week Dr. Haas an­ 
nounced some 60 courses to be 
offered teachers in the Torrance 
and Greater Los Angeles area 
starting in February.

Besides his professional In­ 
terests, Dr. Haas is an authority 
on ancient musical instruments 
such as the clavichord, harpsi-

»ord, dulcimer, hurdy-gurdy 
d medieval organ, all of 

 which he plays.
